DENVER, Feb. 13.—(4)—Police 
tonight began a systematic search 
of all Denver rooming and apartment 
ouses in an effort to locate the hide- 
out of two men who kidnaped Charles 
Boettcher II, wealthy investment 


broker, and thrust into the hands of 
his wife a note demanding $60,000 
ransom. 

Meanwhile, a crack squad of detec- 
tives sought Louis (Diamond Jack) 
Alterite, former Chicago gangster, and 
two unidentified men for questioning 
in connection with the abduction, and 
Claude K. Boettcher, wealthy father 
of the missing man, inserted in news- 
papers a personal advertisement or- 
dered by the kidnapers offering to 
comply with their terms. 

“Please write,” read the advertise- 
ment. “Am ready to return. Mabel.” 

All available policemen and _ fire- 
men off duty, chout 200, were mus- 
tered by Chief of Police A. T. Clark, 
who issued orders for a_ fine-tooth 
combing of the city. A block-by-block 
hunt started with groups of plain- 
clothesmen taking each apartment and 
rooming house separately. 

Boettcher, warm friend of Colonel 
Charles A. Lindbergh, was kidnaped 
last night by two men who accosted 
him and his wife as they drove into 
the driveway ot the Boettchers’ pala- 
tial home. Boettcher was forced into 
the kidnapers’ car and whisked away 
after one oi the men thrust into Mra, 
Boettcher’s hand a note demanding 
$60,000 ransom. 

Although authorities guarded the 
contents of the note, written on plain 
white paper, it was reported as stat- 
j .

Insertion of the advertisement was 
taken to mean the family intended to 
meet any demands of the kidnapers. 
Mrs. Millson McCormick, mother of 
the broker, said in Kansas City Boett- 
cher's wife had informed her by tele- 
phone that she intended carrying out 
the kidnapers’ instruction. 
The elder Boettcher posted a $5,000 
reward for the safe return of his son. 
A possibility that Boettcher was 
under surveillance when he was in 
Kansas City visiting his mother and 
attending to business was expressed 
by authorities who asked Missouri of- 
ficials to trace the brokers’ move- 
ments.

LEAGUE IS WARNED 
NOT 10 INTERFERE 
IN JAPAN'S AFFAIRS 


Tokyo Suggests That 
Powers Are Acting Too 
Hastily in Their Con- 
demnation. 


By HARRY FLORY. 

GENEVA, Feb. 13.—(UP)—A 
diplomatically-worded but firm wara- 
ing to keep hands off in Manchukuo 
will be handed the League of Nations 
by Japan tomorrow. 

The warning will be part of Japan’s 
reply to the League's final concilia- 
tion efforts to settle the dispute with 
China over_military activity in Man- 
churia, and the formation of her pup- 
pet state of Manchukuo. 

The reply will be handed Sir Eric 
Drummond, secretary-general of the 
League, at tomorrow's session of the 
committee of 19, conducting the con- 
ciliation. efforts. 

The United Press learned that this 
answer, while courteously worded, 
will not anly tell the League to keep 
out of Manchukuo, but that Japan 
will never recognize Chinese sover- 
eignty in that section of Asia. 

The reply suggests, it was learned, 
that if the League were a little more 
patient, Japan is convinced that 
Manchukuo could become a well-estab- 
lished and stable state, and the start- 
ing point for re-establishing order in 
the chaotic Far East. 

Japan rejects conciliation efforts 
under terms offered by the League’s 
committee, and her reply also is tan- 
tamount to rejecting the League’s rec- 
ommendations for the establishment 
of a government in Manchuria com- 
patible with Chinese sovereignty. 

Members of the League, discussing 
their procedure to be followed after 
Japan’s rejection is received, generally 
agreed that their first task would be 
consultation with the United States 
and soviet Russia to determine the 
extent they would collaborate in 
bringing pressure on Tokio to accept 
the recommendations, even though 
provisionally rejected now. 

The consultations necessarily would 
have to be delayed pending the inau- 
guration of President-elect Roosevelt 
on March 4, but would be in line with 
the League's recommendations suggest-

Hartsfield in Clash With 
Eckford and Still, Pro- 
ponents of Bill; Vote Is 
17 to 8 for Approval. 


Open warfare between members of 
the Fulton delegation on the ques- 


tion of Sunday movies and baseball 
jn Atlanta broke out Monday after- 
noon in a hearing before the coun- 
‘ty and county matters committee of 
the house at which the Sunday movie 
bill was approved by a vote of 17 
to 8 with an amendment prohibit- 
ing performances or games before 2 
o'clock in the afternoon, 

Conflict between Representatives 
George Eckford and _ Luther Still, 
sponsors of the bill, on one side, and 
Representative William B. Hartsfield, 
on the other, developed when Harts- 
field attempted to speak on the ques- 
tion after proponents of the meas- 
ure had closed their arguments, the 
opponents having been given first 
place on the program. 

Asking the committee to reconsider 
its decision to go into executive ses- 
sion, Hartsfield said that “I wish to 
remind sponsors of the bill I have 
been fair to them, and that they 
are placing a strain on that fair- 
ness by trying to keep me from speak- 
ing. I understood that I am a mem- 
ber of this house, and that I would 
not have to observe any time limit 
set by outsiders. I did not arrange 
for the delegations either for or 
against the bill.” 

Hartsfield Given Floor. 

Representatives Still and Eckford 
contended that Hartsfield should 
have spoken on the time of the op- 
ponents of the bill. Members of the 
committee, however, reconsidered their 
action in voting to go into executive 
session; and allowed Hartsfield to 
speak for six minutes.’ Hartsfield 
urged members to “vote aceording to 
your individual conscience, as there 
oe no legislative courtesy on this 
ill. 

Representative Eckford later indi- 
cated that he probably will seek to 
invoke legislative courtesy on the bill, 
in support of the majority of the 
delegation, because, he said, an agree- 
ment between members of the delega- 
tion had been cast aside. 

Representative Still concurred in 
Eckford’s determination to ask pass- 
age of the bill on the ground of legis- 
lative courtesy, “Mr. Hartsfield was 
under an agreement not to talk on 
the bill at the committee meeting on 
condition we waive legislative cour- 
tesy, but when he saw the crowd op- 
posing the bill, he did exactly as he 
did on the matter of the Atlanta 30 
percent school bill—he jumped on the 
band wagon,” Still said. “He never 
signed the school bill until he saw 
the house full of people in favor of 
it. The agreement was that neither 
Hartsfield nor myself speak in com- 
mittee on the movie bill,” 

Ministers Oppose Bill. 

Appearing against the bill were a 
number of Atlanta ministers who 
charged that enactment of a Sunday 
movie law would give this city a 
“continental Sabbath as the opening 
wedge leading to more serious things.”

UN JAIL CONDITION 


Holland Exhibits Rusty 
Steel, Broken Concrete; 
7 Men Still at Large. 


Fulton Tower is so badly in need 
of repair that it is virtually impos- 
sible to guarantee that prison breaks 
will not occur at any time, R. M. 
“Bob” Holland, jailer, told the coun- 
ty comissioners at a special session 
Monday. He exhibited pieces of bro- 
ken steel and concrete, and a blan- 
ket rope by means of which 14 pris- 
oners escaped Sunday night. 

Holland said that there is not a 
cell block in the 36-year-old jail which 
can be locked, due to the worn con- 
dition of the bolts. He showed the 
board pieces of rusted steel which, 
he said, can be broken easily, as was 
done Sunday night, and that prison- 
ers on the top floor have above them 
only a thin roof through which they 
can break almost at will. The coun- 
ty board conferred informally as to 
whether repairs shall be made or an 
effort made to obtain money for erec- 
tion of a new jail. 

The board is to hold a special ses 
sion again this afternoon, following 
which the members wil] make a tour 
of inspection of the jail with Jailer 
Holland. 

Of the 14 prisoners who escaped 
Sanday. seven had been recaptured 
Monday night. Five were taken short- 
ly after the break and two more were 
captured early Monday morning. The 
latest captures are Bill Byrd and E. 
A. Knight. both of Atlanta. They 
were caught at the home of Byrd's 
mother. on Bankhead avenue. y

JAMESTOWN, Tenn., Feb. 13.— 
(?)—After waiting vainly for two 
hours today for a judge to hear their 
habeas corpus petition, Colonel Luke 


Lea and Luke Lea Jr. announced the 
next step in their fignt against extra- 
dition to North Carolina would be 
taken in near-by Crossville, where 
they obtained another writ in a sur- 
prise move. 

Apparently foreseeing that no judge 
would appear here after two had de- 
clined to sit, the Leas’ attorneys filed 
a new petition last night before Coun- 
ty Judge Etijah G. Tollett at Cross- 
ville but this action did not become 
known until this morning. 

Judge Tollett granted a writ, re 
turnable February 28 and announced 
that pending the hearing the Leas 
might be released on bond. He fixed 
$10,000 for the elder Lea and $5,000 
for his son, but they made no at- 
tempt today to furnish bail. Instead, 
they remained in their quarters at 
the Mark Twain hotel in Jamestown, 
where they have been in custody of 
Sheriff J. M. Peavyhouse since last 
Tuesda, night. 

“I believe all men should have an 
equal standing before the law, so I’m 
going to hear the case,” said the 34- 
year-old judge, Tollett, who explained 
that a local act passed by the legis- 
lature in 1929 gave the judge of Cum- 
berland county concurrent jurisdiction 
with circuit judges and chancellors in 
certain matters, including habeas cor- 
pus proceedings 

State’s Attorney-General Roy H. 
Beeler, talking informally to report- 
ers at Nashville expressed doubt that 
a habeas corpus writ could be grant- 
ed the Leas under Tennessee law un- 
til they have been arrested by North 
Carolina’s extradition agents. 

The warrant issued by Governor 
Hill McAlister after he had ordered 
extradition of the publisher and his 
son designated Sheriff Laurence LK. 
Brown and Deputy Frank Lakey, of 
Buncombe county, North Carolina, as 
the officers empowered to make the 
arrests. No attempt has been made 
by them to serve the warrant. 

As soon as they were advised last 
Tuesday that the governor had issued 
a warrant for their arrest, the Leas 
surrendered here to Sheriff Peavy- 
house.

A nolle prosequi, or discontinuance, 
was noted in the case, freeing the four 
men who had been held under bond 
more than a year and clearing, so 
far as the prosecution is concerned, 
the name of another, Joseph Kahaha- 
wai. who was kidnaped and slain. 

Abdncted by Mrs, Massie’s mother, 
Mrs. Granville Fortescue; her hus- 
band, Lieutenant Thomas H. Massie, 
and two enlisted men of the navy, 
Kahahawdi was shot to death by Mas- 
sie. 

In requesting dismissal of the 
charges, John C. Kelley. public prose- 
cutor, whose fiery work led to the con- 
viction of Mrs. Fortescue and_ the 
three navy men on charges of man- 
slaughter, made public the report of a 
private detective agency saying an in- 
vestigation had failed to substantiate 
Mrs. Massie's identification of Kaha- 
hawai and the others as her assail- 
ants. 

The investigation was made at the 
instance of Governor Lawrence M. 
Judd and other authorities.

Baruch, who was chairman of the 
war industries board during the war 
and has been a close advisor of every 
president since, presented a _broad 
program for economic rehabilitation 
of the nation and the world to the 
senate finance committee. — 

The grey-haired, patrician looking 
financier, was the first witness In an 
extended inquiry through which the 
committee hopes to obtain some val- 
uable ideas from the nation’s leaders 
in many fields of enterprise. 

Sitting between Chairman Smoot 
and Senator Harrison, democrat, Mis- 
sissippi, sponsor of the inquiry, at 
the end of a long committee table at 
which every seat was filled, Baruch 
touched on many of the world’s prob- 
lems, debts, disarmament and politi- 
cal troubles, but based the solution 
of them all on balanced budgets and 
sound currency.

NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—(/)—Pres- 
ident ‘Hoover tonight suggested the 
temporary use of war debt payments 
to stabilize depreciated +foreiga cur- 
rencies, declaring that only through 
re-establishment ofthe gold standard 
by the major nations ¢ould an inter- 
national “economic war” be averted. 

Given an ovation as he stood be-

American people.” 

His prediction brought a fresh in- 
terruption of applause. 

To the 1,500 republican adherents 
gathered in the big ballroom of the 
Waldorf-Astoria hotel, the chief execu- 
tive then sounded a rallying call for 
the party to support the new admin- 
istration in all constructive measures, 
rricy “opposing those which are harm- 
ful.” 


A toast to the president's health— 
in water—was pledged at the outset 
of the dinner in which all but Mr. 
Roosevelt himself joined. Another 
was pledged to the late Calvin Cool- 
idge. 

Elaborate police protection was ac- 
corded the presidential party from 
the moment of its arrival in New 
York. More than 600 uniformed and 
plain-clothed officers held back crowds 
on the streets, surrounded the hotel 
and guarded strategic pointe inside. 

Mr. Hoover stood before a huge 
American flag while giving his call 
for co-operation among nations in 
meeting the depression, declaring at 
the outset that the answer “can only 
be found and found quickly through 
the re-establishment of gold standards 
among important nations.” 

As the president stood in the glare 


of a battery of spot lights to speak, | 


the wave of applause and cheering 
swept through the standing audience. 

“IT am deeply grateful for your re- 
ception to me this evening,” the presi- 
dent said before turning to the text 
of his address. “I have had the im- 
pulse before to gather with you but 
the opportunity has not presented 
itself,” 

His prediction that the republican 

arty “will be recalled to power” 
ceoaah hand-clapping. 

A cheer or two mingled with ap- 
plause when he pledged the party's 
support to the new administrations 
measures “which will promote public 
welfare.” 

Departing momentarily from his 
text he said that in speaking of sub- 
jects upon which there should be no 
partisanship one must mention “the 
economic cloud” which “continues to 
hang over our nation and is in the 
thought of everyone.”

The MacDonald attitude included 
agreement, for ohe thing, to a sweep- 
ing discussion of the entire field of 
world rane os and problems which 
he said could better be faced if Amer- 
ica and Britain stood shoulder to 
shoulder on the economic front. 

Chamberlain Reversal. 

The premier was far more concilia- 
tory than Neville Chamberlain, chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, was two 
weeks ago when he told a group of 
American correspondents at luncheon 
that Britain could not go to Wash- 
ington for “a swapping deal” on war 
debts. 

“The purpose of our declaration 
will be to get in close personal touch 
with the United States government,” 
MacDonald said, “so they may go on 
harmoniously, facing big problems 
which have to be faced by both.” 

The premier added: “Our object 
would be to promote revival of world 
trade prosperity. While settlement of 
the war debts is an essential condi- 
tion to such a revival, the govern- 
ment has always recognized that there 
are a number of factors, financial and 
economic, which must also be dealt 
with and we would be very glad to 
exchange views with the United 
States government over the whole 
field.”

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BARUCH PRESENTS 
FARM AID PLANS 


Substitute for House 
Bankruptcy Measure Re- 
ported to Senate. 


By F. G. VOSBURGH. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—4)— 
Aid for the debt-ridden farmer reach- 


ed the floor of the senate today while 
two new farm relief plans were ad- 
vanced before its finance committee 
by an influential democrat, Bernard 

. Baruch, of New York. 

The senate agriculture committee 
meanwhile wrestled for two more 
hours with the domestic allotment 
bill, accomplishing no more than the 
elimination of a five-cent per pound 
tariff on imported fats and oils. 

Farm organizations, openly critical 
of the way the senate agriculture and 
banking committees are handling the 
domestic allotment and farm mortgage 
relief legislation, saw one of their 
recommendations favorably reported 
when the senate judiciary committee 
approved a substitute for the house 
bankruptcy bill. 

It contained a provision framed by 
the farm leaders and sponsored by 
Senator Robinson, democrat, Arkan- 
gas, which would set up a country- 
wide system of conciliation commis- 
sioners to scale down the farmers’ 
debts by consultation between debtor 
and creditor. 

Currency inflation, advocated by 
gome as a means of helping the farm- 
er, was vigorously opposed by Mr. 
Baruch. To solve the problems of. 
agricultural surplus and heavy farm 
mortgages, however, he advanced defi- 
nite plans, proposing that the g®vern- 
ment should “actually lease” a por- 
tion of the nation’s farmlands produc- 
ing surplus crops. 

From each farmer who wishes to 
meting egg in the plan, Baruch would 
ave the government rent a prescrib- 
ed percentage of his acreage on con- 
dition that he does not increase his 
crop on the remaining acres by in- 
tensive cultivation. 

The rental would be “an amount 
slightly larger than the profit that 
could be made on the reduced crops 
at farm prices in their pre-war rela- 
tions to general commodity prices.”

SENATE BODY APPROVES

by liberalization of the bankruptcy 
laws received the unanimous approval 
today of the senate judiciary commit- 
tee and party leaders promised early 
floor consideration. 

In voting for a complete substitute 
for a bill recently passed by the house, 
the committee discarded provisions to 
assist the railroads and other corpora- 
tions in speeding reorganization.

Under the bill approved by the ju- 
diciary committee, an individual debt- 
or might avoiu bankruptcy by obtain- 
ing consent to a cash settlement or 
extension from a majority of his cred- 
itors and then get court approval of 
the agreement.

Senate Approves Camp Plan 
To Care for Jobless Youths 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—(4)— 
The senate today dipped into Uncle 
Sam’s purse and voted an appropria- 
tion of $22,000,000 to throw open the 
citizens’ military training camps to 
the thousands of youths roaming the 
land in search of work and a place 
to sleep. 

After voting the money, added to 
the $370,000,000 army appropriation 
bill, the senate passed the supply 
measure and sent it to the house for 
action on amendments. 

The camp proposal, approved with- 
out a dissenting voice, was suggested 
by Senator Reed, republican, Pennsyl- 
vania, and accepted by Senator Cou- 
zens, republican, Michigan, who of- 
fered it as a substitute for his orig- 
inal amendment to the war depart- 
ment supply bill which would have 
taken the transients into regular army 
posts. 

Another amendment put through by 
Couzens would make $65,000,000 of 
the fund immediately available, the 
remainder to be spent in the next 
fiscal year. 

Under the plan agreed upon, which 
must receive the approval] of the house 
and the president before becoming 
law, any youth between 15 and 21 
who has been out of a job six months 


could apply for entry into a citizens’ 
military camp. but to gain admittance 
he: must be an American citizen and 
be of sound mind and body. He 
would be trained the same as other 
boys in the summer camps, 

eed said the war department had 
estimated under the $22,000,000 it 
could care for 88,000 of the jobless 
youths an expense of $250 each a 


year. 


The present citizens’ camps provide 
for about 40,000 and run for only four 
weeks in the summer. But Reed said 
under the national defense act these 
could be extended, so Couzens provid- 
ed the camps at which the jobless 
would be absorbed could run for a 
year. 

The principal objection to the orig- 
inal Couzens amendment was that it 
would have demoralized the regular 
army posts because no provision was 
made that the youths take any train- 
ing. They would have been required 
only to subject themselves to peers 
discipline and take the routine healt 
exercises. 

This, opponents contended, would 
have led thousands of youths to de 
liberately avoid work for six months 
to be eligible for admission into a 
camp where food and clothing and a 
bed would be provided without work.

HERITAGE OF BERT 
SORNED, SAYS SHOOT 


Popular Government Is in 
Serious Danger, Beck 
Tells Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13—(?)\— 
Senator Smoot told the senate today 
in a Lincoln birthday speech that 
the heritage of liberty “which Lincoln 
preserved and handed down to us is 
scorned as a priceless heirloom in the 
hands of yokels.” 

“Millions of our citizens are ready 
to mortgage their liberty by having 
the government take over private eco- 
nomic functions,” said the veteran 
Utah republican, 

Lincoln, Smoot said, had no thought 
of opening the federal treasury to the 
people and “made no effort to force 
one class or group to support an- 
other.” 

At the same time, Representative 
Beck, republican, Pennsylvania, was 
telling the house that on this anni- 
versary of Lincoln’s birth “popular 
government all over the world seems 
to be in more serious danger than at 
any time since Jefférson.” 

Smoot said “no foreign enemy is 
threatening us today. But from ev- 
ery section of our great nation come 
appeals and proposals that would un- 
dermine the principles on which Amer- 
ican civilization is based. 

“We are told that personal liberties 
must be submerged beneath economic 
regimentation. 

“‘We are asked to give up the right 
of managing our own affairs for the 
sake of raising the prices of commodi- 
ties we produce, 

“We are urged to surrender per- 
sonal initiative for equal rewards and 
doles that undermine our incentive to 
progress.” 

Beck told the house that “at no 
time within the memory of living 
man has Lincoln’s ideal of govern- 
ment ‘of and by and for the people’ 
been more openly denied and flouted” 
than at the present time. 

“But the American people still be- 
lieve in it because of a great im- 
ponderable, that it is the only form 
of government consistent with the 
self-respect of a proud people, that 
it gives hope to the masses and raises 
them in intellectural and moral stat- 
ure,” he said.

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| Text of Hoover’s ‘Farewell’ Address | 


NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—(AP)—Fol- 
lowing is the fuil text of the ad- 
dress which President Hoover de- 
livered today at the Lincoln Day din- 
ner of the National Republican 
Club: 

It is a pleasure for me to address 
you upon the da, when this club and 
our countrymen of all faiths through- 
out the land are paying tribute to 
the memory of Abraham Lincoln. We 
tonight also pay tribute to him as 
founder of the republican party and 
the inspirer of its ideals. He, more 
than any other man, created the liv- 
ing, virile organization which has 
given responsible interpretation of 
those ideals to our people in each suc- 
ceeding generation. The party has 
brought these ideals to realization in 
government and development of a 
great nation. An organization that 
can show more than 15,000,000 ad- 
herents after 70 years—an irreducible 
minimum in th: reaction from the 
worst depression the world has ever 
seen—is indeed testimony to the vi- 
rility of the principles which Lincoln 
enunciated. 

Those principles, the fiber and the 
determination of the party assure that 
it will be recalled to power by the 
American people. One of the sure 
guaranties that this will be so was 
the extraordinary support of the youth 
of the country in the last campaign. 
There has never been a time in the 
history of the party when it received 
such a large adherence of young men 
and women, when they exerted them- 
selves with such capable organization, 
devotion, and effort as they did in 
that campaign. It is to them that 
the party must look. It is in their 
idealism, their energy. and their Vi- 
tality that the republican party can 
take assured hope for the future. 

No Complaint on Vote. 


The people determined the election. 
Those of us who believe in the most 
basic principle insisted upon by Abra- 
ham Lincoln—the transcendent im- 
portance of popular government—have 
no complaint. We accept and, as 
Americans, will continue whole-heart- 
edly to do our part in promoting the 
well-being of the country. Our party 
can truly feel that we have held the 
faith: that we shall do so in the fu- 
ture is our solemn responsibility. 

It has ever been the party of con- 
structive action. The republican party 
will support the new administration 


in every measure which will promote 
public welfare. It must and will be 
vigilant in opposing those which are 
harmful. 

My purpose is not to speak upon 
divided issues on this occasion, rather 
it is to discuss matters concerning 
which there should be no partisan- 
ship. . 
Further steps toward economic re- 
covery is the urgent problem before 
the entire world. Ceaseless effort 
must be directed to restoration of 
eonfidence, the vanquishing of fear 
and apprehension, and thus the re- 
lease of the recuperative spirit of the 
world. 

Foreign Factors Vital. 

It is, therefore. my purpose to dis- 
cuss some of the broad measures 
which confront us in reaching further 
to the roots of this tragic distur- 
bance, particularly in the field of 
foreign relations. While we have 
many concerns in the domestic field 
we must realize that so long as we 
engage in the export and import of 
goods and _ in financial activities 
abroad our price levels and credit 
system, our employment, and above 
all our fears will be greatly affected 
by foreign influences. 

During the past two years the 
crash of one foreign nation after an- 
other under direct and indirect war 
inheritances has dominated our whole 
economic life. The time has now come 
when nations must accept, in self in- 
terest no less than in altruism, the 
obligations to co-operate in achieving 
world stability so mankind may again 
resume the march of progress. Daily 
it becomes more certain that the next 
great constructive step in remedy of 
the illimitable human suffering from 
this depression lies in the. interna- 
tional field. It is in that field where 
the tide of prices can be most. surely 
and quickly turned and the tragic de- 
spair of unemployment, agriculture 
and business transformed to hope and 
confidence.

These depreciations of currency and 
regulations of exchange and restric- 
tions of imports originated as defense 
measures by nations to meet their do- 
mestic financial difficulties. But a 
new phase is now developing among 
these nations. That is the rapid de- 
generation into economic war which, 
threatens to engulf the world.

imperative call to the world today is 
to prevent ri war. 

Ever since the storm began in Eu- 
rope the United States has held 
staunchly to the gold standard. In 
the present setting of depreciated cur- 
rencies and in the light of differences 
in costs of production our tariffs are 
below those of most countries; we 
have held free from quotas, prefer- 
ences, discriminations among nations. 
We have thereby maintained one Gi- 
braltar of stability in the world and 
contributed to check the movement 
to chaos. 

We are ourselves now confronted 
with an unnatural movement of goods 
from the lowered costs and standards 
of countries of depreciated currencies, 
which daily increase our employment 
and our difficulties. We are confront- 
ed with discriminatory actions and 
barriers stifling our agricultural and 
other markets, We will be ourselves 
forced to defensive action to protect 
ourselves unless this mad race is stop- 
ped. We must not be the major vic- 
tim of it all. 

Commodity Demand Fails. 


In all this competition of degenera- 
tion, these beginnings of economic war 
between scores of nations, we see a 
gradual shrinkage in demand for in- 
ternational commodities throughout 
the world, and continuing fall of 
prices in terms of gold. From fall- 
ing prices and unemployment we have 
at once the inability of debtors to 
meet their obligations to their cred- 
itors, the dispossession of people from 
their farms and homes and businesses. 

If the world is to secure economic 
peace, if it is to turn in the tide 
of degeneration, if it is to restore 
the functioning of the production and 
distribution systems of the world, it 
must start somewhere to break these 
vicious fiscal and financial circles. 
I am conviueed that the first point 
of attack is to secure assured greater 
stability in the currencies of the im- 
portant commercial nations. Without 
such stability the continued results of 
uncertainty, the destruction of con- 
fidence by currency fluctuations, ex- 
change controls, and artificial import 
restrictions cannot be overcome but 
will continue to increase. With ef- 
fective stability of currencies these 
dangers can be at once relaxed. I 
am not unaware that currency insta- 
bility is both a cause and an effect 
in the vicious cycle—but we must 
start somewhere. 

This brings me to a phase which 
has gradually developed during the 
past months, and that is the reac- 
tions and relation of gold itself upon 
For, independent of 
other causes of degeneration, I am 
convinced that the circumstances 
which surround this commodity are 
contributing to drive nations to these 
interferences with free commerce and 
to other destructive artificialities. 


Two Uses for Gold. 


Outside minor use in the arts there 
are two dominant uses of gold. First, 
the important commercial] nations have 
builded their domestic currency and 
credit systems upon a foundation of 
convertibility into gold. Second, gold 
is the most necuaialhe of all commodi- 
ties in international payments. Even 
the nations that have abandoned the 
gold standard must still depend upon 
gold for this purpose. -It is true that 
nations must in the long run balance 
their international trade by goods, 
services, or investments, but in the 
intermediate ebb and floe, balances 
must still be settled by the use of 
gold. 

In all the welter of discussion over 
these problems we find some who are 
maintaining that the world has out- 
grown the use of gold as a basis of 
currency and exchange. We can all 
agree that gold as a commodity of 
universal exchange has not worked 
perfectly in the face of this great 
economic eruption. But we have to 
remember that it is a commodity the 
value of which is enshrined in hu- 
man instincts for over 10,000 years. 
The time may come when the world 
can safely abandon its use altogether 
for these purposes. but it has not yet 
reached that point. 

It may be that by theoretically man- 
aged currencies some form of stabil- 
ity may be found a score or two years 
hence, but we have no time to wait. 
They are subject to great human fal- 
libilities. Sooner or later political 
pressure of special groups and inter- 
ests will direct their use. But in any 
event it would take many years’ dem- 
onstration to convince men that a 
nongold currency would certainly a 
year hence be worth what he paid for 
it today. 

Gold Scarcity, 
_It is noticeable that most of the na- 
tions of the gold standard are even 
today seeking to increase their gold 
reserves. In the view of many econ- 
ists these measures and the re- 
Strictions which have been placed on 
the movement of gold or exchange by 
two score of nations have created the 
same practica! effect as if there were 
a scarcity of gold in the world. That 
while there has in the last few years 


| been a very Jarge increase in the quan- 


tity of visible gold in the possession 
of institutions and governments, the 
effect of all these regulatory actions 
by governments attempting to protect 
their gold reserves from runs and 
flights of capital and their attempts 
to increase their supply has been to 


divide the gold of the world into two- 


score of pockets and in many of them 
to freeze it from full freedom of ac- 
tion. In other words, this view holds 
that we are today not dealing with a 
we are 
dealing with its being partly immo- 
bilized in its functioning. 

To add to the confusion, another 
phenomenon of the gold situation has 
increased disturbance and wrought 
havoc. That is the effect of waves 
of fear and apprehension. We have 
a parellel in nations to an unreason- 
ing panic run on a bank. The fears 
and apprehensions directed in turn 
to the stability of first one nation and 
then another have caused with with- 
drawal of foreign balances from a par- 
ticular nation, followed by flights of 
capital, through purchases of exchange 


by its own citizens seeking refuge and | 


security for their property. 
Currencies Undermined. 

These movements are followed by 
large flows of gold to meet exchange 
demands, thus undermining the domes- 
tic currency and credit system of the 
victim nativr and leading to an un- 
natural piling up of gold in some na- 
tion temporarily considered safe. These 
movements, themselves in large de- 
gree unwarranted, have forced some 
nations off the gold standard that 
could otherwise have maintained their 
position. We ourselves a year ago 
suffered from the effetts of such a 
movement. Thus a mass of the gold 
dashing hither and yor from one na- 
tion to another. seeking maximum 
safety. has acted like a cannon loose 
on the jeck-of the world in a storm. 

In the meantime the currencies of 
the world are finctuating spasmodical- 
ly. Countries off of the gold standard 
are in reality suffering from their 
managed paper currencies by reason 
of the fact that men are unable to 
make contracts for the future with 
security, and that insecurity itself 
again dries up enterprises, business, 


employment, consumption of goods and 


further causes reductions of prices. 
Other nations to hold their own are 
attempting to compete in destruction. 

Broadly, the solution lies in the re- 
establishment of confidence. That con- 
fidence cannot be re-established by 
the abandonment of gold as a standard 
in the world. So far as the human race 
has yet developed and established its 
methods and systems of stable ex- 
change. that solution can only be 


found now and found quic through 

re-establishment of gold stand- 
ards among important nations. The 
huge gold reserves of the world can 
be made to function in relation to 
currencies, standards of value, and 
exchange. And I say with emphasis 
that I am not proposing this as a 
favor to the United States. It is the 
need of the whole world. The United 
States is so situated that it can pro- 
tect itself better than almost any 
country on earth, 

Fixed Values Needed. 

Nor is it necessary from an inter- 
national point of view that those na- 
tions who have been forced off the 
gold standard shall be again restored 
to former gold values. It will suffice 
if it only is fixed. From this source 
are the principal hopes for restoring 
world confidence and reversing the 
growing barriers to the movement of 
goods, and making possible the se- 
curity in trade which will again re- 
vive a demand for such goods. To do 
this it is necessary to have strong 
and courageous action on the part of 
the leading commercial nations. If 
some sort of international financial 
action is necessary to enable central 
banks to co-operate for the purpose of 
stabilizing currencies, nations should 
have no hesitation in joining in such 
an operation under proper safeguards. 
If some part of the debt payments to 
us could be set aside from temporary 
use for this purpose, we should not 
hesitate to do so, At the :ame time the 
world should endeavor to find a place 
for silver, at least in enlarged sub- 
sidiary coinage. 

If the major nations wil enter the 
road leading to the early re-estav- 
lishment of the gold standard, then 
and then only can the abnormal bar- 
riers to trade, the quotas, preferences, 
discriminatory agreemetts, and tariffs 
which exceed the differences in costs 
of production between na'‘ions be re- 
moved, uniform trade privileges among 
all nations be re-established and the 
threat ot economic war averted. 

A reasonable period of comparative 
stabiiity in the world’s currencies 
would repay the most of such effort 
a huudred times over in the increase 
of consumption, the increase of em- 
ployment, the lessening wf the dif- 
ficulties of debtors throughout the 
land, with the avoidance ot millions of 
tragedies. The world would quickly see 
a renewed movement of gvods and 
would have an immediate rise in prices 
everywhere thereby bringing imme- 
diate relief to the whole economic 


System, 
Bo'd Actions Needed 

I do not underestimate the dif- 
ficulties nor the vast fiscal and fi- 
nancial problems which lie behind the 
restoration of stability and economic 
peace. Bold action alone can succeed. 
The alternative to such constructive 
action is a condition too grave to be 
contemplated in passive acceptance. 

The American people wiil soon be 
at the fork of three roads. The first 
is the highway of co-operation among 
nations, thereby to remove _ the 
vbstructions to world consumption and 
rising prices. This road leads to real 
stability, to expanding standard of 
living, to a resumption of the march 
of progress by all pevples. It is tuday 
the immediate road to relief of agri- 
culture and unemployment, not alone 
for us but the entire world. 

The second road is to rely upon 
our high decree of national self-con- 
tainment, to increase our tariffs, to 
create quotas and discriminations, and 
to engage in definite methods of cur- 
tailment of production of agricul- 
tural and other products and thus to 
secure a larger measure of economic 
isolation from world influences. I[: 
would be a long road of readjust- 
ments into unknown and uncertain 
fields. But it may be necessary if the 
first way out is closed to us. Some 
measures may be necessary pending 
co-operative conclusions with other 
nations, 

The third road is that we inflate 
our currency, consequentsy abandon 
the gold standard, and with our de- 
preciated currency attempt to. enter 
a worid économic war, vith #@e cer- 
tainty that it leads to complete de- 
sruction, both at home and abroad. 

Co-operation Is Vital. 

The first road can only be under- 
taken by the co-operation among all 
important nations. Last April, in 
conjunction with the leaders of Eu- 
rope our government developed the 
idea of a world economic conference 
to deal with these questions. It is un- 
fortunate that .he delay of events in 
Europe and the election in the United 
States necessarily postponed the con- 
vening of that conference. It has been 
further delayed by the change of our 
administrations, 

The question naturally arises wheth- 
er other nations will co-operate to re- 
store world confidence, stability, and 
economic peace. In this connection, I 
trust the American people will not be 
misled or influenced by the ceaseless 
stream of foreign propaganda that 
cancellation of war debts would give 
this international relief and remedy. 
That is not true. These debts are but 
a segment of the problem. Their world 
trade importance is being exaggerated. 

In this respect I stated some months 
agu, the American people car. well con- 
tend that most of the debtor countries 
have the capacity to rise these annual 
amounts from their taxpayers, as wit- 
ness the fact that in most cases the 
payments to us amount to less than 
one-third of the military expenditures 
of each country. But at the same time 
we can well realize that in some in- 
stances the transfer of these sums may 
gravely disturb their currency or in- 
ternational exchanges. But if we are 
asked for sacrifices because of such 
injury we should have assurances of 
co-operation that will positively re- 
sult in monetary stability and the res- 
toration of world prosperity. If we 
are asked for sacrifices because of in- 
capacity to pay we should have tangi- 
ble compensations in restoration of 
our proportion. of their agricultural 
and other imports. 

The world should have relief from 
the sore burden of armaments. If they 
are unwilling to meet us in these 
fields, this nation. whether you or | 
like it or not, will be driven by our 
own internal forces more and more 
to its own self-containment and isola- 


| tion, as harmful to the world and as 


little satisfactory to us as this course 
may be. 
Economic Peace Goal. 

Rut this is the counsel of despair. 
The full need of prosperity among na- 
tions cannot be. builded upon mutual 
impoverishment. It is to the interest 
of the world to join in bold and cou- 
rageous action which will bring about 


economic peace—in which the benefits | 


to the rest of the world are as great 
as to us—and we should co-operate to 
the full. Any other course in the 
world today endangers civilization it- 
self. Unless the world takes heed it 
will find that it has lost its standards 
of living and culture, not for a few 


years of depression but for genera-' 


tions. ; 
Despite many discouragements, the 


world has shown an increasing abil-| 


ity in establishment of effective agen- 
cies in the solution of many con- 
troversies which might have led to 
war. When we compare the attitude 
of nations toward each other which 
existed 20 years ago with that of 
today, we can say that there has been 
developed both the spirit and the 
method of co-operation in the pre- 
vention of war which gives profound 
hope of the future. 

In its broad light the problem be- 
fore the world today is to work_to- 
gether to prevent the dangers of de- 
veloping economic conflict to secure 
economic peace. That is a field in 
which the world can co-operate even 
more easily than in the field of pre-

Loss Smallest in Business 


Toler Sees Purchase Price 
As New Revenue Source. 
Tells Managers Sus- 
tained Totals Is Real 
Achievement. 


KANSAS CITY, Feb. *13.—(U)— 
Prediction that the success of daily 
newspapers of the future will depend 
largely on circulation revenue rather 
than on the volume of advertising 
was made today by John T. Toler, 
circulation manager of The “Atlanta 
Constitution and president of the In- 
ternational Circulation Managers’ As- 
sociation. . 

“I am very much of the opinion 
that the future success of daily!news- 
yapers will depend agg on circu- 
ation revenue,” Toler told the con- 
vention of the Midwest Circulation 
Managers’ Association meeting here. 

“Speaking generally, newspapers 
are not receiving the rate for home 
delivery circulation and for street 
sales that they ought to, when you 
take into consideration the tendency 
of the times. Heretofore, the pub- 
lishers of newspapers have relied too 
much on the volume of advertising to 
take care of the expenses of the news- 
paper.” 

Toler said the efféct on circulation 
of radio stations broadcasting news 
was a controversial question. 

Mornings’ Loss Smaller. 

The Atlanta circulation manager 
told the convention that circulation 
lost by morning papers in the period 
from 1929 through 19382 was 737,500, 
or about 5.1 per cent, and the eve- 
ning paper circulation loss was 2,280,- 
400, or about 9.1 per cent. He said 


, the morning and evening daily circu- 


lation combined loss was 3,017,900, or 
about 7.6 per cent. 

“The point that is desired to be 
etressed is that for 1932 as compared 
with 1920 the daily circulation of the 
morning and evening papers has de- 
creased only 7.6 per cent... and 
the Sunday 8.5 per cent, or a total 
combined loss of daily and Sunday 
of 8 per cent, while advertising line- 
age has declined during this same pe 
riod about 40 per cent. 

“The newspaper owners, publishers 
and circulation managers, can look 
with pride upon the circulation struc- 
ture of the newspaper, but when they 
think of the decrease in advertising 
lineage and receipts, there is only 
one conclusion to reach: that the gen- 
eral scheme of the daily and Sunday 
newspaper must be revised instead 
of depending on volume as was de- 

ended upon during 1928 and 1929. 
oth the advertising and circulation 
departments will have to be put on a 
basis, on subscription rates and sub- 
scription receipts, in advertising rates 
and advertising receipts, where it will 
be profitable to the newspaper with 
Jess advertising volume and they can 
run a profitable newspaper during de- 
pressions of the kind we are now 
experiencing and at the same time 
pay newspaper employes a_ living 
wage.” 

“One reason perhaps for newspa- 
per circulation not declining more is 
the service necessarily rendered in the 
sale of that newspaper. The newspaper 
is delivered into the home every day 
in the week, and an extra trip is made 
for collection, and the price is from 
15 cents or 18 cents a week for daily 
only, to about 20 cents to 28 cents 
a week for daily and Sunday. It is 
the cheapest commodity in the world 
today, and as compared with other 
commoditie hen all these things 
are into consideration, it is 
still than any other com- 
modity Fou can name, 

“There can be no deflation in cir- 
culation rates, and as far as that is 
concerned there should be no defla- 
tion in advertising rates. The volume 
of news, the number of news items, 
the entertaining features, comics, sto- 
ries, etc., published in the daily news- 
paper of today make the daily news- 
paper a better purchase at the sub- 
scription rates prevailing today than 
it was at the rates prevailing be- 
fore the World War. 

“During 1980-1931 there was con- 
siderable propaganda put out by some 
of the leading advertising agents of 


this country and the officers of the’ 


advertising associations concerning 
over-Inflated circulation, forced circus 
lation, etc. When we examine the 
small reduction thus far in circula- 
tion their charge of enforced and over- 
inflated circulation is completely re- 
futed. 
Proud of Achievement. 

“The record of achievement of the 
circulation departments of newspa- 
pers during the last four years has 
not been without effort and with- 
out struggle. Millions of men unem- 
ployed, and the general tendency to- 
ward economizing naturally would les- 
sen the demand for daily newspapers. 
We all have these things to contend 
with, and with a curtailment in pro- 
motion which the depression forced 
upon us, with an impaired circulation 
organization forced upon us by the 
constant demand for economy in our 
department, the newspaper owners, 
publishers, and circulation managers 
ean point with pride to the circala- 
tion achievement. And this achieve 
ment can only force the conviction 
on all concerned that in times of dis- 
tress the circulation department of a 
newspaper is the backbone of the or 
ganization, It can be relied upon in 
times like we are now experiencing 
more than can the advertising line 
uge or advertising receipts. 

“I quote the following paragraph 
from Editor & Publisher of recent 
date:

_ WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Discus- 
sion of “Georgia's chain gang’ was 
revived in the house today by Repre- 
eentative Bryant T. Castellow, o 
Cuthbert, who quoted former Governor 
Chase S. Osborne, of Michigan, now 
a resident of Georgia, to show that 
“there is no more reason to criticize 
the prison system in Georgia than in 
Michigan.” 

Mr. Castellow, who is a compara- 
tively new member of the house, hav- 
ing succeeded to the seat made vacant 
by the resignation of Representative 
Charlies R. Crisp, said that it was 
not his intention to enter into a de- 
tailed discussion of the “‘chain gang 
and penitentiary of Georgia,” but that 
he had received rather persuasive evi- 
dence proving that chain gangs in 
his state were not as bad as they 
had been painted. 

Representative Homer C. Parker, 
of the first Georgia district, recently 
made a vigorous defense of the state 
chain gang system in reply to attacks 
made at the time the state sought to 
extradite an escaped convict from 
New Jersey. 

According to Representative Castel- 

low, former Governor Osborn wrote 
a letter to Governor William A. Com- 
stock, of Michigan, and the letter was 
reproduced in the Wiregrass Farmer, 
a newspaper published in Ashburn, 
Georgia. 
In the letter the former governor 
said: 
“For many years I have frequently 
visited Georgia chain gang camps. I 
have gone especially on Sunday to 
hold services. I have observed the 
chain gang eystem in all of its ap- 
plied connections. In my opinion it 
is far better than keeping men at in- 
door labor. The only time there has 
been any roughness is where incor- 
rigibles are concerned. The men are 
well fed, comfortably housed and al- 
most never manacled in the day time. 
When camps are moving from place to 
place to do road work they do convey 
prisoners in portable cells which look 
like cages. ere is no more reasén 
to criticize the system in Georgia than 
in Michigan. Now and then there are 
human abuses in all states.

‘‘Geargia,” he said, “compares with 
any state in the Union in the treuat- 
ment of its prisoners. This may not 
be saying a great deal, but it does 
mean that Georgia ought not to be 
singled out in its penologiag] policy. 
The convicts are not overworked. In 
the day time they are in the pleasant, 
open air, and are well fed. At night 
they are comfortably housed. 

“Except for the fact that this Gov- 
ernor Osborn has come to _ reside 
among us he too might have shared 
the erroneous idea that a state which 
contributed Button Gwinnett, Lyman 
Hall and George Walton in the early 
days of our history to the cause of 
liberty and later did its part in for- 
mulating that matchless document, 
the constitution of the United States, 
had so forgotten its traditions and 
become so negligent of its duty to 
civilization as to play the role of an 
oppressor of the weak and a torturer 
of the unfortunate. Though the ex- 
tent of our country is great and its 
inhabitants numerous we have a com- 
mon interest and cherish a common 
hope. In order that these may be 
promoted it behooves every state to 
co-operate for the enforcement of the 
law, for the promotion of commerce 
and the re-establishment of prosperity 
within our borders. This is a Hercu- 
lean tusk, impossible of attainment 
without the hearty co-operation of a 
united people. It is, therefore, im- 
perative that each state lend its sup- 
port to the acomplishment of this 
purpose, thereby contributing as much 
as possible to a common cause.”

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 13.—(®)— 
Breaking a three-year silence, a 
father paved the way today for the 


reopening of the investigation of the 
deaths in Moorestown, N. J., of 
Horace Roberts Jr., youthful social 
registerite, and Ruth Mowdray Wil- 
son, a wealthy girl the young man 
hoped to wed. 

Horace Roberts Sr., 
said he is convinced the deaths in 
1929 of his son and Miss Wilson, 
found unconscious from bullet wounds 
in the young woman’s bedroom, are 
in some way connected with the mys- 
terious killing of Bradway Brown, 
who was a close friend of the young 
couple. 

Brown was found dead in his Pal- 
myra, N. J., home the night of Jan- 
uary 16. The 28-year-old Philadelphia 
printing company executive at first 
was thought to_have killed himself, 
but police later agreed he had been 
slain. He was a witness three years 
ago at the coroner’s inquest which 
resulted in a verdict that Roberts, 
his colleke chum, shot to death Miss 
Wilson, presumably because of lost 
love, and then ended his own life. 

“T don’t see how anyone can be 
lieve my boy fired four shots into 
his own head,’ the senior Roberts 
said. “I recall that at first it was 
believed there were only three bul- 
lets in his head, but the autopsy 
showed a féurth, deeply embedded. in 
the skull. Two of the bullets had 
entered by the same hole, I under- 
stand.

URGED BY MOLEY 


NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—(4)—Pro- 
fessor Raymond Moley, economic ad-

Roosevelt, today made a plea for more 
tolerance for men in political life.

“It must be a sort of gratification 
to you, sir. to have seen in the past 
year a realization of your belief that 
sooner or later the false public policy 
that prompted an imposition upon gov- 
ernment in 1919 of an impossible task 
would be repudiated by the public 
when it had reached the calm reason 
after the storm of experimentation.”

Testimony indicated the shooting 
followed a night of wild disorder in 
the Peterman home during which fur- 
niture was smashed, chairs and lamps 
overturned and rugs and brac-a-brac 
scattered around the floors.

The injured survivors were brought 
over treacherous mountain roads yes- 
terday to the Lebanon hospital, where 
six of them were treated for burns 
and lacerations. Others were dismissed 
after first-aid treatment. 

Riding in. the truck that brought 
them here was Miss Elizabeth Low- 
ry, county Red Cross nurse, who was 
among the first to arrive at the scene 
of the tragedy Saturday afternoon. 
Through the long winter night, 
when the temperature dropped to six 
degrees below zero, she stayed at the 
bedside of the injured men, who had 
been removed to a house near by. She 
heated stones to warm them from the 
bitter cold. 

Fearful that a start for the Leb- 
anon hospital 14 miles away might 
result in pneumonia for a number of 
the victims, the nurse kept them hud- 
died beneath blankets which she had 
borrowed from relatives and friends 
in the Dumps creek neighborhood. 
Then yesterday after a_ tortuous 
ride in which the trucks several times 
skidded from the winding mountain 
roads, the injured men were brought 
safely to the hospital. 

Three of the group of that’ gath- 
ered around the boiler to while away 
a Saturday afternoon were killed in 
the blast. They were E. T. Kelly, 
55; George Johnson, 35, and Sam 
Musick.

Macon Telegraph, “the most absurd 
proposal that has come before the 
present Georgia legislature.” 
Under the measure the special 
committee would be given the right 
to make appraisals, fix valuations 


and recommend rates for these utili-. 


ties down to the smallest local elec- 
tric-light and rural tele- 
phone lines. The investigation 
would cost ._probably a million dol- 
Jars or more, which, under the pro- 
visions of the bill, would be passed 
on to the public in increased rates. 

In backing up its charge of “‘ab- 
surdity’’ against the proposal, the 
Telegraph points out that “the 
state is paying a tremendous sum

of money for a public service com- 
mission of five men, elected by the 
people, operating at great cost 
charged to the different utilities, 
which the people at last pay—a 
group of men thought to be more 
or less specialized in the various 
subjects that come before them for 
disposition—and we propose to sup- 
plant this expenfive organization 
and agency of the people with a 
group even more concerned with 
politics than can be charged against 
public service commissioners.” 

The proposal is not only “ab- 
surd,”’ but it is an extreme example 
of inexcusable corporation baiting, 
says the Telegraph. 

The public utilities commission 
was created and is functioning for 
the very purpose for which it is 
now proposed to set up a political 
committee, at a cost to the people 
of the state of a million dollars, or 
more. 

Lack of confidence in the com- 
mission is given by the proponents 
of this remarkable suggestion as the 
excuse for creating a new political 
body, to do the work of a regu- 
larly organized state agency. 

If the competence of the utilities 
commission is challeged, the proper 
step would be to seek the impeach- 
ment of the commissioners, rather 
than to create a new super-com- 
mission, which would milk the pub- 
lic of a huge sum of money merely 


- to gather information and perform 


duties which the commission is 
charged by law to perform. 
Appraisal of the electric utilities 
of the state would cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $1,000,000, it ts said. 
A survey of the telephone and tele- 
graph utilities would add between 
$600,000 and $800,000. In addi- 
tion, the members of the new legis- 
lative body would be paid $15 a 
day for an unlimited time, their ex- 
penses would be unlimited and they

It 
is corporation baiting at its worst, 
and an unjustifiable instance of leg- 
istation run wild. 


THE HIGHWAY PATROL BILL. 

The bill of Representative Davis, 
of Floyd, seeking to create a state 
highway patrol, gives opportunity, 
according to those supporting the 
measure, for Georgia to have this 
urgently needed addition to its po- 
lice forces at no expense to the 
taxpayers. 

The bill would establish a patrol 
of one officer and five patrolmen 
in each of the six highway dis- 
tricts of the state with local bar- 
racks in each district and with head- 
quarters in charge of a ranking 
Officer in Atlanta. 

These men would be charged 
with the enforcement, especially of 
the traffic and highway regulations, 
and the fines resulting from the ar- 
rests made would be turned into 
the treasury of the counties where 
the violations were detected. 

The total expense of maintenance 
of the new patrol—salaries, equip- 
ment and overhead—would be borne 
by the highway department and paid 
out of its regular revenues. 

From every standpoint the bill 
is a meritorious one. It will revo- 
lutionize conditions on the high- 
ways, will add to the income of 
counties at no expense to them, 
and, according to the heads of the 
highway department, will save the 
department many times as much 
money as the expenditure involved 
for the new patrol because of the 
protection which will be afforded 
to the highways through checking 
their use by overloaded vehicles. 

Practically every progressive state 
in the Union now has competent 
highway patrols. State police are 
now rendering as valuable service 
as local police forces in these states. 

The Davis bill, drawn with the 
approval of the highway department, 
it is understood, under which 
the new patrol would be put, af- 
fords Georgia an opportunity to 
take this forward step towards the 
detection of criminals, the increase 
of safety conditions on the public 
roads, and the protection of the 
highways. 

It is a measure that deserves, and 
no doubt will receive, the approval 
of the legislature. 


A VISITOR ON OUR TRAFFIC. 


The urgent need for the stand- 
ardization of Atlanta's traffic ordi- 
nances, in conformity with recom- 
mendations of the. national confer- 
ence on street and highway safety, 
recommended by the Atlanta Traf- 
fic and Safety League, is emphasized 
in a letter to Mayor Key from J. E. 
Pauling, of Evanston, Ill, a copy 
of which he sends to The Consti- 
tution. | 

This Atlanta visitor is generous 
in his praise of the city as a com- 
munity of unusual attractiveness and 
business activity, but feels that— 


On one point must I reserve praise 
for Atlanta. I experienced much dif- 
ficulty in drivjng about your down- 
town section—and I was surprised to 
find this in view of the most mod- 
ern trends in all other civic lines. I 
experienced much difficulty in finding 
available street space to stop mo- 
mentarily, and even more trouble in 
traveling through the business section, 
due to parked cars. (Here we have 
our main traffic arteries clear, par- 
ticularly during the rush hours.) 


If the proposed revised: system 
for handling traffic is working suc- 
cessfully in other cities, as the Traf- 
fic and Safety League reports to 
Mayor Key’s special traffic commis- 
Sion, there is no good reason why 
it should not here, but whether or 
not this plan, or some other, is 
adopted, it is vitally important that 
something be done to improve con- 
ditions on the streets of the city. 
Automobile traffic has been so 
slowed down that on the main ar- 
teries legding out from Five Points 
it is not uncommon for pedestrians 
on the sidewalks to cover a dis- 
tance of several blocks in a shorter 
time than the autoists, who are 
forced to stop and start every few 
feet. 

The traffic league thinks the rem- 
edy is to be found in revising the 
Present ordinances, which will, no 
doubt, bring an improvement, but 
until we have better enforcement 
and more universal observance of 
traffic laws, whether they be those 
now in force or others, the situa- 
tion will continue such as to bring 
amaz@ment to visitors from cities 
where traffic is efficiently con- 
trolled.

Health Talks

CHARACTERISTIC REACTION 
TO MODERNITY. 


A little while ago we gave here the 
good news of the improved method 
of relieving prestatie obstruction. 
Briefly, as one urologist describes it, 
the procedure consists in the removal 
of numerous small sections of ob- 
structing tissue through the cystoscope 
by means of a high-frequency current 
thereby obviating any external in- 
cision, , 
This subject may be of Interest to 
men past middle age. Others should 
skip it. In no instance can any reader 
obtain from this service any aid or 
comfort in ‘the interpreting of symp- 
toms or the diagnosis of prostatic ob- 
structions. All such inquiries or inves- 
tigations should be left wholly to the 
individual’s personal physician. 

I have already apologized here, in 
behalf if without behest of the pro- 
fession, for ‘the present standard 
procedure in these cases. Prostatec- 
tomy in the best hands and under 
the most favorable auspices is noth- 
ing to write to the papers about, un- 
less you’re a young surgeon. On the 
receiving end of the line it is quite 
as unpleasant to undergo as it is to 
discuss at the dinner table. Personally 
I am not at all averse to having a 
nice comfy. little operation occasion- 
ally, say an appendectomy or any 
little thing like that where one can 
dicker with the insurance people to 
fork over the wager in a lump sum. 
But even as a young man in medi- 
cine, and with all my invidious al- 
lusions to old fogies, old codgers, old 
geezers and old timers, I have always 
regarded the lot of the bladdery old 
gentleman with some feeling between 
aversion and smug detachment. Now 
I wonder if a grown-up fellow can get 
as much quiet amusement watching 
youth mellow. 

Yet that is not the reason why I 
have studiously avoided the subject 
of this talk all these years. No, I 
have kept it out of this column be-

CHICAGO, Feb. 13:—()—A letter 
threatening “death in its most awful 
forms, to Abraham Lincoln, believed 
to have been sent to the martyred 


president the year he was nominated 
for the presidency. was made public 
today by Dr. E. W. Edlund, a Chi- 
cago dentist. 

Dr. Edlund said he had reason to 
believe the author of the death threat 
was John Wilkes Booth, Lincoln’s as- 
sassin, The letter was written in ink, 
decorated with pen sketches, and was 
headed “Behold your death warrant!” 

The letter never before has been 
made public. Dr. Edlund recalled that 
Lineoln made the journey to Wash- 
ington for his inauguration in dis- 
guise as if to escape possible assas- 
sins. 

“We, considering your principles 
to be at enmity to our dearest rights,” 
the letter said, “condescend to address 
you in polite and gentlemanly lan- 
guage, although a best is unworthy of 
the notice of your humble enemies. 


“Nevertheless, we feel it our daty 
to give you fair warning of the cloud 
which, hanging over you, charged with 
death in its most awful forms, is 
ready in the event of your election, 
to break over you and to utterly an- 
nihilate you and your damnable, hell- 
ish, set of hellhounds. 

“Know, therefore, old Abe, that a 
secret brotherhood exists in the eos 
ous south, numbering upwards of 20,- 
000 full °armed men sworn by all 
they hold dear in this world and their 
hopes of the next to send your black 
spirit enveloped in all its clouds of 
wickedness to its proper abode, where 
in close unison with its brother, Sa- 
tan, it may make the terrible vaults 
of hell more terrible and the tortures 
of the victims of your teachings more 
awful.”

Removed by. Hitler 


BERLIN, Feb. 13.—(UP)—Chan- 
cellor Adolf Hitler’s “house cleaning” 
of Prussia’s administration continued 
today with an order which eliminated 
the last remaining socialist governors 
and police chiefs in that state. 

The order was part of a shake-up in 
police and provincial officials ordered 
by the fascist chancellor as part of 
his campaign to place his party not 
only in control of the reich’s govern- 
ment but to clinch its grip more firm- 
ly by control of the Prussian regime. 

The move today came in an order 
issued by the new Prussian commis- 
sioner of the interior, Hermann Goer- 
ing, Hitler’s lieutenant, who gave “in- 
definite leave” to police chiefs in many 
cities and towns of the province of 
Saxony, in the Rhineland districts, 
who were either members or sym- 
pathizers with the centrist or socialist 
parties. 

In giving these “leaves,” Goering 
requested them to resign, but the ma- 
jority refused. Their successors, it. 
was. believed, will be either fascists 
or persons close to the Hitler clique. 


Indiana House Votes 


State Prohi Repeal 


INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 13.—(2)— 
The Indiana house of representatives, 
in a dramatic three-hour session, late 


today approved bills repealing the 
state’s stringent prohibition enforce- 
ment act and regulating the manufac- 
ture and sale of beer, wine and medic- 
inal whisky in the event they are le- 
galized by congress.

Co-operative Buying and Selling 
Farmers’ Salvation, Says Ward 


Co-operative buying and selling is 
the only real salvation for the farmer, 
Gordon Ward, farm marketing spe- 
cialist, asserted in his address Mon- 
day night as the fifth speaker in the 
series sponsored by the citizenship 
lecture committee at the Y. W. C. A. 
auditorium. He was introduced by Dr. 
D. P. MceGeachy, chairman of the com- 
mittee. 

Dr. Ward, who is associate profes- 
sor of agricultural economics at V. P. 
I., said he felt the depression had 
reached bottom, but was fluctuating 
without making real gains upward. He 
approved of the Roosevelt plan to put 
Muscle Shoals in operation, and ad- 
vanced a plan himself which he said 
would bring work to many thousands. 
His proposal was the building of flood 
control dams in all tributaries to the 
Mississippi river which would prevent 
the disastrous floods in the Missis- 
sippi valley, and with a power plant 
at every dam, would furnish rural sec- 
tions with cheap electric power if the 
projects were government or co-opera- 
tively owned. 


The speaker attributed the low price 
of farm produce to the drop in the 


purchasing power of city <7 and 
compared figures showing the down- 
ward courses of the two to be practi- 
cally the same, with purchasing power 
setting the pace, “We can never have 
the proper price for farm products 
until the purchasing power of the 
cities has been restored. If prices 
were forced up, the depression cycle 
woukl descend upon us again within 
a decade,” he asserted. 

“Many of our farmers are being 
forced to sell their lands, for ‘taxes 
and for debts, not because they have 
not produced, but because the value of 
their products has dropped several 
times as much as the decrease in taxes 
and in debts. At the present rate of 
repaying money borrowed in 1926, the 
farmer pays three times what he bor- 
rowed plus interest. This should be 
regulated by the government.”

You 
could see signs here and ‘here, which 
indicated possibilities with the. right 
coaching and directing.

“I’ve often been accused,” McGraw 
said, “of trading off ball players who 
starred later for other clubs. But 
the point overlooked is this—I might 
have had some weak position that 
needed strengthening. I had to build 
up that position. So I frequently had 
to give up a fine young prospect for 
the purpose of trying to win a pen- 
nant that particular year. 

“I always figured that the present 
pennant race was the most impor- 
tant.

Secretary Adams’ letter: to Mrs. 
Napier, a copy of which was made 
public today by Vinson, reads: 

“Mr. Vinson has just delivered to

SAVANNAH, Ga., Feb. 13.—Effec 
tive Tuesday, service on the Savannah 
and Statesboro railway will be discon- 
tinued. This announcement is made by 
J. A. Bennett, Savannah commercial 
agent of the Georgia & Florida rail- 
way, which has been operating the line 
between Savannah and Statesboro for 
about a year. The G. & F. took the line 
over from the bondholders after its op- 
eration had been discontinued by the 
Seaboard Air Line railway, which op- 
erated the line for years. 

The serviee, which for a year has 
consisted of a morning train over the 
rail line of 33 miles from Cuyler to 
Statesboro, and through bus service 
from Savannab to Statesboro in the 
afternoon, will be discontinued Tues- 
day and the equipment, with the ex- 
ception of the terminals in Statesboro, 
will be available for purchase., Mr 
Bennett said.

R. L. Russell, presiding elder of the 
Atlanta district of the Methodist 
church; Mrs. L. O. Freeman, College 
Park, president of the Baptist Wom- 
en’s Missionary Union of Fulton 
county; the Rev. Wade H. Boggs, 
pastor of Druid Hills Presbyterian 
church; the Rev. Herman L. Turner, 
president of Atlanta Christian Coun- 
cil; George F. Haney, secretary of 
the local federation of trades; the 
Rev. Ellis A. Fuller, president of the 
state Baptist Sunday school conven- 
tion; Dr. Wallace Rogers, pastor of 
Glenn Memorial church; W. W. 
Gaines, representative of the social 
service committee of the Georgia Bap- 
tist convention; Dr. W. T. McElveen, 
president of the Evangelical Ministers’ 
Association, and Dr. Louie D, New- 
ton, pastor of Druid Hills Baptist 
church. 


Speakers for the bill included Mrs. 


George Eckford, Linton Hopkins, at- 
torney; Mrs. George Brown, Dr. Sam 
Green, chairman of the city demo- 
cratic executive committee; Dr. With- 
erspoon Dodge and _ Representative 
Eckford. Proponents of the measure 
declared that it would furnish inno- 
cent amusements for the people, in- 
stead of giving them idle time “for the 
devil to do his work.” Dr. Dodge 
said that “it is unfortunate that the 
churches stamp commerce as pagan- 
ism, when commerce feeds the chil- 
dren of God.” He warned that “peo- 
ple will do worse behind closed doors 
if they are not afforded harmless 
amusements on Sunday.” 
French Revolution Cited. 

Mrs. Freeman pointed out that “the 
revolution in France followed the 
breakdown of the Sabbath in that 
country.” She said that “women pay 
with tears and heartbreak when some- 
one transgresses the Sabbath.” Dr. 
Boggs protested that the bill would 
legalize the open Sunday and then al- 
low a referendum to void such a con- 
dition. ‘“CCommercialization of the 
SabbatL is one major step to no Sab- 
bath,” said Dr Turner. Mr. Haney 
reported that “labor has spent mil- 
lions to stop the seven-day week in 
the mills and seeks a shorter working 
day and week ” 

“No economic system can stand that 
ignores the laws of God,” said Dr. 
Fuller. “I believe in separation of 
church and state, but we ask laws 
enabling righteousness to be  pro- 
claimed, as an economic and social 
necessity.” Dr. Rogers said that a 
“continental Sabbath will place us on 
a parity with cities populated by for- 
eign-born people’ and charged that 
“this is an invasion of the state by 
forces breaking down the high and 
holy principles of life.’ Dr. Newton 
charged that “the reason certain peo- 
ple wish an open Sabbath is that they 
expect people to buy tickets and give 
them a net profit,” and that “this 


should be considered as an openi 
wedge for the doors of all commercia 
establishments.” 

Open Library Opposed. 

Mr. Hopkins, speaking for the bill, 
said that “every step in this direc- 
tion meets with opposition, no matter 
how innocent the move.” He recalled 
that attempts to open public library 
reading room. and swimming pools on 
Sunday met with great opposition. 
“We can do 1,000 things now on the 
Sabbath that have no relation to re- 
ligion,” he said 

Mrs. Brown said that “you pay for 
golf on Sunday and it’s legal, but the 
boy who strikes a baseball on that 
day is a criminal. Columbus has a 
tolerant Sabbath, and that city has 
not gone to the dogs. Nor has Au- 
gusta. And Chattanooga, with Sun- 
d..y baseball, to which trains take our 
churchgoers, is a splendid town.” 

Dr. Green urged that ‘Americans 
be allowed to think for themselves,” 
and that “I have the right to inter- 
pret what my day of rest shall be.” 
More liquor is made and consumed 
now thau in the days of legal liquor, 
and “you can never accomplish any- 
thing by hammering a man into some- 
thing,” Dr. Green said. He charged 
that members of congregations of the 
ministers present “allow you to thus 
represent them in this question be- 
cause they dare not tell you what they 
believe in their hearts. They fear that 
you will bring the wrath of God down 
on them. If this goes to a referen- 
dum, the people will vote for it five 
to one.” ioe 

Dr. Dodge doubted “if the minis- 
ters are consistent.” He pointed out 
that ‘they have cooks and chauffeurs 
who work on Sunday.” The Sabbath 
law of Moses was overruled by Jesus, 
he said. He urged that religion be 
interprete: “in terms of God and our 
fellow men” and that “we try to get 
humans to live in a social, righteous 
and helpful way, not neglecting the 
weightier matters of love, justice and 
mercy.” 

Representative Eckford said that 
“T am just as ready to face my Maker 
as any layman or minister” and that 
“the apostles taught religion, they 
didn’t dictate or law it.” “The Lord 
had power to wipe out sin,” said Kick- 
ford, “but we must win our victories 
ourselves. This bill will tend to ele- 
vate morals of the community.” 

Police Pensions Reduced. 


Economy continued to hold the 
spotlight in both the house and sen- 
ate curing the sessions of Monday, 
the chief bill to get final approval 
being the measure which provides for 
the reduction of police pensions. Gov- 
ernor Talmadge is expected to sign 
this measure this morning. 

Continuing to ride the economy 
wave, the house passed a bill provid- 
ing for the sale of state-owned auto- 
mobiles and for the paying of its of- 
ficials and employes on a_ mileage 
basis, and also received a bill which 
would abolish the state department of 
banking, transferring its functions 
to the office of state treasurer and 
the superior courts. The senates 
highlight was the introduction by 
Senator J. Render Terrell Jr., of 
LaGrange, of a bill which would re- 
quire all state agencies to let con- 
tracts for all supplies costing more 
than $500, the contract letting to be 
handled by the purchasing agent. 

The action of the house in passing 
the bill to dispose of the state-owned 
ears held the chief interest during 
the day. The bill was a substitute 
for a measure offered by Representa- 
tive Dobbins, of Morgan county, who 
had proposed to limit the price of all 
cars purchased by the state to $900 
and to require that the purchases be 
supervised by the governor. 

Cars Limited to $750. 

After considerable debate an amend- 
ment to this measure was presented 
by Representative Culpepper, of Fay- 
ette county, the amendment limiting 
the price of new cars to $750. It was 
accepted. 

A long argument ensued over the 
measure, It was pointed out to the 
house that the board of regents sold 
its cars last year and saved $51,000 
during 12 months by paying its em- 
ployes on a mileage basis. Then Rep- 


resentatives Culpepper, Harris, of 
Richmond county; Alexander, of 
Chatham, and Collier, of Madison, 
drew the substitute for the Dobbins 
measure. 

The bill: as adopted by a 135-to-3 
vote, carries two amendments. One 
of these, by Representative Lindsay. 
of DeKalb county, provides that the 
funds derived from the sale of the 
cars will go-to paying the unpaid 
obligations of the common schools. 
The other, offered -by Representative 
Peters, of Meriwether county, pro- 
vides that no official or employe -of 
the state shall distribute campaign 
literature on. journeys on which the 
state is paying the mileage. 

Under the provisions of the bill 
each official and employe will receive 
5 cents r mile on trips made on 
state business. Only the governor is 
permitted to keep hig car. 

225 in Koad‘ Division. 

Records reveal that of the 375 pas- 
senger cars owned by the state, about 
225 are being used by officials and 
employes of the highway department. 

The police pension bill, formally 
adopted Monday, was enacted: at the 
request of the Atlanta police depart- 
ment members. Under the present 
law pensions of $87.50 for patrolmen 
and ranging up to $208, the amount 
paid to former Chief James L. Beavers, 
are being drawn. Under the new law, 
which the governor is expected to 
approve this morning, the pensions 
will be for only $60 each. -Dwindling 
funds in the treasury of the pension 
bureau necessitated the action. The 
bill had the indorsement of the Ful- 
ton and DeKalb county delegations. 

Though it had been announced that 
a bill to reorganize the highway de- 
partment was to have been presented 
Monday, it failed to appear. The 
measure, which will receive the sup- 
port of the administration followers 
in the legislature, will be introduced 
today, it was said. The bill provides 
that the present commission of three 
members shall be increased to seven, 
to be appointed by the governor. 


Mussolini To Revise 
System of Election 


ROME, Feb. 13.—(UP)—Premier 
senito Mussolini announced today he 
plans to dissolve the chamber of dep- 
uties next summer and hold new elec 
tions in March of next vear. 

The action had been expected for 
some time, Mussolini having indicated 
he wanted to try out a new system 
of electing members of parliament. 

Election to the new legislative body 
will not be by the system of univer- 
sal manhood suffrage, but through 
membership in the various labor syn- 
dicates which compose the 13 large 
confederations. 


These will elect SO per cent of the | 
members, while the other 20 per cent | 
will come from the professions, cul- | 


tural societies and patriotic associa- 
tions. 


PROSPECT FOR RELEASE 


OF GANDHI IS REMOTE 


LONDON, Feb. 13.—(4)—There 
can be no question of the release from 
prison of Mahatma Gandhi. Sir Sam- 
uel Hoare, secretary for India, told 
the house of commons today, until the 
government has convincing reasons to 
believe that his release would not be 
followed by revival of the civil dis- 
obedience campaign. 

The same policy applies to others 
of his followers imprisoned for par- 
ticipation in the Mahatma’s activi- 
ties.

Votes Unfavorably; Lanier 
Files Minority Report. 


The cause of: diverting highway 
funds’ to pay state’ debts was dealt 
a severe: blow Monday night when 
the house committee on public high- 
ways voted 12 to + to: report unfavor- 
ably the $4,014,278.56 diversion bill 
of Lanier, of Richmond, and then took 
similar action on two bills taking 
approximately $10,000,000 from the 
road department. 

Lanier made an unsuccessful plea 
for his bill, which proposed to use 
the money’ to pay unpaid ‘appropria- 
tions for 1928,°1929, 19380.and 1931 
to the common; schools, Confederate 
pensions in full; and appropriations 
which state institutions have con- 
tracted for. . He. said a companion 
bill proposed to cancel appropriations 
due institutions against which there 
are no contracts. . 3 

The Richmond representative told 
the committee an emergency ‘existed, 
and the money was needed to carry 
on necessary parts of the state’s work. 
After the committee voted his bill 
down, he filed a minority report, in- 
suring a fight on the floor on his 
measure. 

The other two diversion bills voted 
on unfavorably were by Park, of Bibb, 
and Franklin, of Lowndes, taking 
$7,500.000 to pay unpaid appropria- 
tions for 1928-30, and by Collier, cf 
Madison, to divert $3,122,317.28 to 
pay unpaid appropriations for 1928-31 
to the department of education for 
the support of publie schocis. 

By a 10-to-6 vote the committee 
decided favorably on a bill py Sena- 
tor Howard, of Cusetta, to relieve the 
counties from paying for the rights 
of way for state aid roads. The bill 
was passed by the general assemble 
two years ago but was vetoed by for- 
mer Governor Richard B. Russell.

CULBERTSON ON CONTRACT 


BY ELY CULBERTSON, 
World’s Champion Player and Greatest Card Analyst. 


The Greatest Pass in 
History 


This is the ninth of a series of fourteen 
articles by Mr. Culbertson, dealing with the 
| additions and refinements made necessary 
in Contract bidding by the new scoring. The 
principles of the Culbertson System remains 
unchanged, but the changes made by the 
lawmakers created new conditions, with 
which these articles specifically deal. 


I have heretofore discussed the 
principle underlying Plastic Valua- 
tion, the method used by most experts 
in preference to a mathematical 
count to determine the trick-taking 
‘capacities of the combined hands. I 
_shall not again in this article discuss 
'the principles, but I will give the 
story of what I believe to be the 
‘greatest pass in Bridge history, which 
vividly illustrates the mechanism of 
Plastic Valuation. It is a remarkable 
example of the marvelons precision of 
thought involved in the process of 
elimination when used by a master 
player. 

This is a tale of how a masterful 
'mind can reconstruct from a single 
bid his partner's entire hand with 
'such uneanny precision that out of 
millions of possible hands this is the 
‘only hand that partner could hold, 
assuming that his bid is correct, 
| The bidding and the hand actually 
occurred (with slight modifications) 
in the first Anglo-American match, 
in which the United States team-of- 


; 


ly invites partner to bid six. Culbert- 
son therefore practically guarantees 
11 tricks for combined hands, It 
would be ridiculous to invite me 
(Lightner) to bid six and not even 
be able to guarantee a five contract 
should I decline the invitation. In 
order to guarantee 11 tricks (five- 
odd) for the combined hands, Culbert- 
son cannot expect more than 2 sure 
winners in my hand. It is true that 
I should have 2 1-2 honor-tricks, but 
the third trick is merely a probability 
and not a reasonable certainty. There- 
fore, Culbertson has at least 9 tricks 
— sure winners in his hand. 


Step Five—It Culbertson guaran- 
tees 9 tricks and at the same time has 
no outside trick, he can have nothing 
else than:

COTTON GOODS SALES 
FIRM DURING WEEK 


NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—Sales last 
week were large and. in our opinion, 
actually more than the general trade 
realized. This improved demand ap- 
parently started as a result of low and 
attractive prices and also because com- 
mitments were beginning to run low. 
The largest volume 
print cloths, Prices firmed up some- 
what and advances were secured on 
some constructions. Broad cloths also 
shared in the increased volume, and 
there has been a much improved de- 
mand, as far as volume is concerned, 
on sheetings but prices generally were 
unsatisfactory. Colored goods con- 
tinue fair but several lines are mark- 
ing time awaiting the final passing of 
the appropriation bill cerns Be in order 
to release the additional cotton to the 
American Red Cross. 

Although department stores report 
that January sales were not up to 
those of January last, which in part is 
accounted for by lower prices, almost 
without exception individual unit sales 
were ahead. They also reported a 
satisfactory business in cotton goods, 
especially of the household variety, 
with a very good response on sheets, 
pillow cases and towels. While it is 
too early in the month to estimate 
February sales, complaint is heard 
that the first week is not up to ex- 
pectations. February, however, is 
usually one of the dullest mopths 
in the year for retail, being too 
late for winter and too early for 
spring goods. While buyers realize 
that prices are low, retailers’ stocks 
remain at a low ebb. 

We think the following data, assem- 
bled by the Association of Cotton Tex- 
tile Merchants, very interesting. Be- 
ginning in 1926, which was the first 
year to show a decrease in actual spin- 
dies in place, there were 37,871,936 
spindles and this number has steadily 
declined year by year to 31,442,174 
spindlers in 1933. Th total produc- 
tion of the country in 1929 was 8.- 
541.546.000 square yards and in 1932 
3,445.342,000 square yards. Of still 
further interest is the per capita con- 
sumption in square yards. In 1927, 
one of the peak years, this was 71.73 
square yards which declined to 48.86 
square yards in 1932. These figures 
clearly show the readjustment which 
has taken place in the last few years, 
not only by the junking of spindles 
but by the drop in cloth production 
and the decline in actual consumption 
per capita. é 

The slight progress made during 
January has renewed hope that the 
year 1933 may be one of positive and 
constructive action. Current prob- 
lems are political as well as economic, 
and decisive steps towards their solu- 
tion cannot be taken until the new ad- 
ministration assumes active command. 
In the meantime most matters pressing 
for solution remain in a very tangled 
state. some becoming more complicat- 
ed. Domestic trade continues at low 
level, with slight improvement in some 
basic industries and weakness evident 
in others. Our international problems, 
such as the far eastern situation, the 
foreign debt problem, and tariff bar- 
riers both here and abroad, grow more 
serious as the result of depreciated 
currencies. However, the mental 
change in squarely facing our problems 
which is taking place both in individ- 
uals and in business under most trying 
circumstances is creating a_ helpful 
basis, and we believe that much hope 
lies in our readiness to deal frankly 
with the situation, for in this way 
confidence will be restored and the 
way opened up for real progress.—

Ac- 
tive contracts on the New York Ex- 
change at the close of trading on Fri- 


day showed net advances for the week 
of 16 to 18 points. March elosed at | 
6.07 aguinst 5.89. May at 6.21 against | 
6.03, July at 6.33 against 6.15, Octo- | 
ber at 6.50 against 6.34, December at 
6.64 against 6.48, and January at 6.70 
against 6.52. 

The market influence which attract- 
ed most attention was the Smith farm 
bill providing for the purchase of a 


large qauntity of cotton by the gov- 
ernment, andthe saleofthis cotton at 


the purchase price to farmers who re- 
duce their acreage 30 per cent. Other 
price-supporting factors were large 
sales of cloth in the domestic market, 
the report. of the New York Cotton 
Exchange service showing world con- 
sumption of cotton running in excess 
of last season, und some moderately 
favorable interpretations of the general 
business situation. The market was 
helped also by greater firmness of | 
stocks and other commodities. 

Earlier in the week buying interest 
was dampened by banking difficutlies 
in New Orleans and by lower prices 
for Egyptian and Indian cotton, but 
these influences were outweighed by 
the more favorable factors. There was 
a little investment buying, but most 
of the buying was from trade sources. 
Offerings were light.

A study of the relation between 
debt service and exports of the six 
Danubian countries, all of which have 
loans outstanding in the United 
States, reveals an interesting picture. 

Hungary makes the worst showing. 
Her debt service represents 83 1-3 
per cent of her total exports. This 
figure indicates that unless the na- 
tion will be able to expand sales 
abroad, resumption of interest on her 
debt is not likely to take place at an 
early date. 

The most satisfactory showing is 
made by Czecho-Slovakia, the ratio 
between debt service end exports be- 
ing 10.00—that is, for every $100 of 
goods sold abroad, the nation requires 
only $10.90 for debt services. This 
doubtless accounts for the promptness 
with which Czecho-Slovakia has been 
meeting interest and sinking fund 
payments on her foreign commitments, 
and for the belief that the good rec- 
ord will continue.

AVIATOR MAY GET 
MEDAL FOR FEAT 
DARE 16 YEARS AGO 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—(®?)— 
Sixteen years to the day after a ma- 
rine corps aviator proved mathema- 
ticians wrong, the house naval com- 
mittee today was urged to let him 
have a distinguished flying cross. 

On February 13, 1917, Major Fran- 
cis T. Evans took off in a seaplane 
and looped it, then threw it into a 
tailspin and brought it back to level 
flight. He now is at Quantico, Va. 

Representative Maas, republican, 
Minnesota, a marine flyer in the war, 
seeking approval for his bill allowing 
the navy to award the medal to Ma- 
jor Evans, said: 

“He was my commanding officer. 
We had been taught in aviation 
schools—and it was proved mathe- 
matically—that it was impossible to 
take a heavy seaplane up, loop and 
tailspin it and live. Major Evans, 
without a parachute and without a 
desire to make a show of himself, but 
just to »rove the mathematicians were 
wrong, did both these things.

Lately I have come te the conclu- 
sion that some persons would not be 
nearly so attractive except for the 
obvious handicaps they overcome.

There I met the oldest son 
of 17. I at first observed that he 
stuttered; but I soon forgot this 
speech defect, enraptured by the 
charm of his forceful personality. 

Having reverted later to observe 
his speech defect again, I began to 
ask myself why this lad was so ap- 
pealing to me. I think I found the 
answer. His intelligent and consid- 
erate parents looked and breathed 
and talked in his presence as if all 
would turn out well, as it did. They 
betrayed no anxiety at all when the 
boy spoke. They disclosed no dis- 


comfort whatsoever when there ap- 
peared a blocking of his speech. Nor 
did the lad seem to notice he was 
having any difficulty. He manifested 
calm assurance that always he was 
going to come through with what he 
had to say; and he always did. 

The very fact that he proceeded so 
nonchalantly when I expected him to 
indicate embarrassment, succeeding all 
the while, gave me _ reassurance, 
gave me emotional relief, even satis- 
faction.
